


LIBRARY RECEIVES AMBROSI SCULPTURE 

Mario Santin, a member of the Class of 
1924, presented a sculptured bronze hand 
by Gustinus Ambrosi entitled, "Die Hand 
des Bildhauers", to the Edward Miner 
Gallaudet Memorial Library on Tuesday, 
October 26. Ambrosi, a Viennese sculptor, 
~has been deaf since the age of five, 

Mr. Santin, who personally received 
the sculpture from his friend, Ambrosi, 
during a recent European trip, also 
brought with him photographs of a nun- 
ber of other works by the artist. Sculp- 
ting in bronze and marble, Ambrosi pas- 
sionately portrays a number of subjects. 


Mr. Santin's most recent gift has been ~ 


placed in the Edward Miner Gallaudet Room 
in the Library along with a bronze repro- 
duction of a marble piece also done by 
Ambrosi, "Femme et Nostalgia", which was 
given to the Library by Mario Santin in 
April, 1958. Mr. Santin has also con- 
tributed a collection of poems by Ambrosi 
and a highly treasured book of the Russian 
manual alphabet. :
